SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


“Y The effort to increase constant and punctual attendance at 


school, has met with eminent success. The Lol of Honor for 
this year is nearly double that of last. 

It is gratifying that teachers and parents have co-operated 
with the Superintendent in this movement. How much more 
heart and spirit the teacher would have to labor for his school, 
where all are ‘‘up to time,” than where the members are laggards 
and are desiring to get rid of every lesson possible. 

Writing is too much neglected in our schools. Parents and 
teachers do not require of their: pupils that persevering attention 
to this branch of study as is needful. Very few of our scholars 
will ever attend a writing school, therefore, the necessity of close 
attention and much practice to make good writers in our com- 
mon schools. 

Districts 4, 6 and 7, have very materially increased. the 
size and quality of their blackboards ; and their teachers have 
taught the pupils to do valuable work thereon, And 7 other 

school rooms need very much the same improvement. 
; Several school rooms are very much dilapidated. Some 
greatly need new plastering entire, others to be patched and oth- 
erwise repaired. Nearly all the rooms would be greatly improved 
if white-washed. 

While the surroundings of the pupil, in and beet the school, 
are distasteful, disorderly and repulsive, he is not attracted to 
the place or its duties, and he;has not the spirit of diligence and 
obedience, but rather the opposite. 

Our Prudential Committees have shown themselves in earn- 
est for the best interest of their schools, and have been fortunate 
in securing instructors adapted for the profit of all concerned.

Misses Clark and Green were the only beginners 
of the summer terms, whose success may warrant them to try 
again. Misses Bliss, Marshall, Howland, Converse, and Childs, 
are improving as teachers, and if they would accept the advant-

ages of a Normal School, would do their work more easily and 
efficiently. 

Mrs. Bean, for three terms, bore with patience the teacher’s 
labors with the Primary School in No. 1. In some respects it is 
the most difficult school in town. ‘The school made good pro- 
gress. 

Misses Bailey, Snow, Merrifield, Clement, Stark, Townshend, 
Robbins, Smith and Flint, are experienced teachers, and know 
how to present many facts to illustrate and impress valuable 
points of instruction in connection with the lesson in hand. 

Four of our instructors, Misses Cutting, Sawyer, Hatch and 
Chase, have had the advantage of the drill and practice of the 
Normal School. ‘Their work in the school room manifests the 
benefit thus derived, in knowledge and tact to lead their classes 
in study and thought. | 

Gentlemen Howard and Woodard were the only male teach- 
ers in the winter schools. They proved themselves well quali- 
fied to instruct and to govern, and gave themselves most earn- 
estly to the work. Their schools manifested thorough work, not 
only to hear the questions answered from the text-books, but 
were successful in teaching their pupils to ¢#zzk and to give the 
reason why in regard to the different rules. 

We know success in teaching does. not always warrant good 
management ; but experience is more to be depended upon than 
want of it.
